NATIONAL STALLION ROSTER 


In compiling the ‘“‘National Stallion Roster’ of Thoroughbred sires in 
America, every possible effort has been made to contact all owners of stal- 
lions throughout the country to insure accuracy. Stallion data cards were 
mailed out in November. The response in most instances was immediate, 
with the majority of owners and breeding establishments returning cards 
with up to date data. In some cases, however, due to change of address and 
other circumstanees, it has been impossible to account for a stallion which 
was known to have been standing at a certain farm or in a given area within 


the past several years. 

When it was impossible to locate a given stallion this name has been 
placed in files under ‘“‘Wanted Information”. This list now includes some 
50 odd horses, of which it was impossible to obtain any information. In 
many instances it has been found that deaths have not been reported to the 
Jockey Club. 

This roster of Thoroughbred sires is the largest ever compiled by The 
Chrénicle during the past 8 years. It is of interest to note the definite line 
created by *Sir Gallahad III. Once it was the *Teddy line and yet today 
with 31 stallion sons of *Sir Gallahad III standing throughout the United 
States (7 of these in the U. S. Remount) it is great credit to an immortal 
sire of classic lines. *Teddy, himself, has 20 stallion sons standing through- 
out the United States, of which 3 of these are in the Remount. 

How heavily the *Teddy line is endowed in American Thoroughbred 
breeding may also be recognized with 18 stallion sons of *Bull Dog included 
in the Roster, of which 1 is in the Remount. This brings the total to 69 
stallions, sons or grand-sons of *Teddy. 

There are 18 stallions by *Blenheim II, 17 by Man o’War, 15 by Blue 
Larkspur, 14 by *Pharamond II, and 9 by *Challenger II. 

A perusal of the roster will indicate outstanding additions to American 
breeding in importations, such as *Ortello, *Flushing II, *Bernborough, 
*Royal Cheer, *Rustom Sirdar and others. A number of stallions have been 
relocated in the United States, with Kentucky benefitting in numerous in- 
stances in stallion shifts. 

J. A. Estes, editor of ‘‘The Blood Horse’’, non-profit official publication 
for the ‘“‘American Thoroughbred Breeders Assn.”’ recently stated that a 
complete and accurate roster of all Thoroughbred sires in the United States 
was an impossible undertaking. Despite the problems confronting such a 
survey The Chronicle takes pleasure in publishing what we believe to be the 
most accurate and complete list of Thoroughbred stallions in existence. 

It is a list which is an outstanding tribute to the enterprise of the 
American Thoroughbred breeder for in its size and scope it represents a 
breeding program for the future that places the United States in a position 
of great responsibility for the improvement of the Thoroughbred horse. 
What these horses can do in creating stamina, speed and racing soundness 
to the age of International Racing on the threshold of which we stand will 
prove to the rest of the world and to ourselves.

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Hunting In Kentucky With The Iroquois 


Sixteen Couple Of Walker Hounds Furnish 
Fine Sport In The Blue Grass Country 
From Grimes Mill Clubhouse

Rarely do the many horse en- 
thusiasts who visit Lexington, Ky., 
ever see the charmingly picturesque 
Iroquois Hunt Club. The concensus 
of opinion seems to be that foxhunt- 
ing in Kentucky is confined to hill- 
topping and that Thoroughbreds 
are only for racing and breeding. 

This story of the Iroquois Hunt 
introduces that group of ardent fol- 
lowers of hounds many who hunt 
clean-bred horses. 

Hamburg Place, owned by Mrs. 
James —. Madden, sends many a 
Thoroughbred hunter to the meets. 
This huge estate is a veritable par- 
adise for hunters. Every field is 
panelled. Rock walls topped with 
logs and sweeping bluegrass mea- 
dows inspire even the faint hearted 
to try the feel of a good hunter. 

Six clean-bred mounts are hacked 
to each meet from Cool Spring Farm 
these days. These are owned by W. 
Fauntleroy Pursley. The numerous 
Pursley farms are also_ panelled. 
Mr. and Mrs. Pursley are both Thor- 
oughbred enthusiasts. Judging by 
the expression when their young 
daughter’s pony became sluggish the 
other day it won’t be long until she 
too will be afield on a good gallop- 
ing horse. 

Then there is Polohunt Farm, 
owned by Col. Thomas G. Johnson, 
where hunters, especially Thorough- 
bred ones, are the reason for living. 
Col, Johnson and Gen. Carl Baehr, 
who hunts with him, are an inspira- 
tion to any hunting country. Both 
are retired Army officers and firm 
believers in good horses well ridden. 

There are 22 horses. stabled at 
the Iroquois Club. Half of these are 
Thoroughbred, others being Half- 
bred. There is even a mule, or so 
the razzing goes, and one is five- 
gaited. The owners of these will be 
kept a secret from these columns. 

This.summary would not be com- 
plete without giving credit to suck 
faithful coldblooded hunters as 
Elmer, which carries anyone, good 
rider or bad, safely and valiantly. 
Once when all the other’ horses 
stopped at a creek for a drink Addi- 
son Whitt cleverly and _ concisely 
summed up Elmer’s character with 
“Elmer expects nothing out of life, 
not even a drink’’. 


In 1881 General Roger Williams, 
at that time president of the Nat- 
ional Foxhunterg’ Assn., and the 
originator of the bench show, began 
hunting his own pack of hounds, 
naming it after the renowned win- 
ner of the English Derby, [roquois. 
Some of his friends and neighbors 
were’ invited to enjoy the sport 
with him. To be a member required 
no pink coat and no dues, merely a 
love for the sport. This was, per- 
haps, hilltopping on horseback. 
Some even then were mounted on 
blood horses, some were on nags and 
the children on ponies. The fences 
were wire, worm and rock walls. 


The hunt was do.mant from 1916 
to 1926, at which time it was reor- 
ganized as a club. Most of the hunt- 
ing, at that time a drag, was done 
near Athens on the Athens-Boones- 
borough road. Gen. Williams had 
served as Master until his death. 
He was succeeded by L. B. Shouse, 
Sr., and the late Kendall McDowell. 

Until the outbreak of War II, the 
pack was owned by Mr. Shouse, who 
had been elected president of the 
club when Edward F. Spears. be- 
came Master. Mr. Shouse was one 
of Kentucky’s most important 
hound breeders, producing such 
famous ones as Champion Lafayette. 
Every hound in his pack was a re- 
gistered Walker. The no-good ones 
were never taken out more than 
once. They hunted or else. 

The huge book which contains 
the records of the famous Iroquois 
pack is still Mr. Shouse’s pride and 
joy. Those who hunted with him say 
that he was also a courageous, hard 
rider, even up to the time of his re- 
tirement in 1941 at which time most 
of the hounds were turned over to 
the club. It is now.a club pack sup- 
ported by voluntary subscription. 

In 1928 the hunt moved into the 
Grimes Mill territory. Many years 
before, Daniel Boone, Kentucky’s 
most renowned nimrod, had select- 
ed this same country for his home 
and hunting ground. And no small 
wonder! It is breath-takingly beau- 
tiful. 

The ever-changing scenery of 
majestic vine-clad cliffs, shady, 
winding valleys with crystal clear 
streams, hills topped with peaks

that afford gorgeous panoramas of 
miles away, and gently rolling, open 
pastureland, makes one realize how 
grand Mother Nature is. Imagine 
the cry of hounds and the eagerness 
of a Thoroughbred in such a para- 
dise. 

Grimes Mill, on Boone’s Creek, 
near the Kentucky River, was erect- 
ed by Peter Grimes in 1803. Being 
a man of business ability he realized 
the value of the busy little stream 
and sent to New England for an 
Irish contractor and 30 Irish stone 
workers to build a dam and erect 
the mill. Farmers for miles around 
brought their grain. The charge for 
grinding was a toll of the product. 
This toll inspired the building of a 
distillery and the production of Old 
Grimes Whiskey. It was made at 
the rate of 3 barrels per day. 

The mill was purchased and con- 
verted into a clubhouse. The tower- 
ing cliffs rise abruptly out of the 
creek, almost submerge the little 
valley and give it an atmosphere of 
another world. The building is one 
of rare charm, the heavy,  hand- 
hewn beams and upright columns 
are mortised and pinned together. 
The original fine old burrs flank 
the entrance. The mill-race was still 
in use when the building was pur- 
chased. The enormous stone fire- 
place with its cozy warmth has in- 
spired many tales of hunting. 

A stable, gift of the late Ed Mad- 
den, was built. The increase in mem- 
bership this year has necessitated 
doubling the capacity. All the stalls 
are full and horses are on the wait- 
ing list. 

There are 16 couple of Walker 
hounds in the kennel and 5 couple 
puppies. exceptionally fine 
hounds were recently added to the 
pack, a gift from Len Shouse, Sr., 
to his son Len, Jr. They are bred in 
the purple—their field work is sup- 
erb. Both hounds are by Stormy 
Buzzard out of Gyp, by Big Smoke. 

Generally speaking, Iroquois 
hounds furnish’ excellent sport. 
There are some top hounds in the 
pack and red foxes are plentiful. 
There is seldom a kill—too many 
earths and cover of various kind. 
Once in awhile a gay old fox will 
lead hounds out into the open blue-

Hounds met at the old Goldens 
Bridge Hounds Kennels and moving 
off promptly found fox in Long 
Swamp below “Boots and Saddles” 
Stables and ran over Mount Holly 
via Todd’s old pond, over Sillsman’s 
running very fast. They swung left 
over Colonel Duncombe’s and mark- 
ed their fox in ledge on Richard 
Clark’s. While running this fox the 
pack split and we could not locate 
4 couple of hounds, So we returned 
by car and enjoyed listening to one 
of the finest runs. They were tired 
enough to be steady and the music 
never checked for an instant but as 
darkness came on we managed to 
get in front of this small pack at a 
road crossing, loaded them in a car 
and headed for the Kennels.

the hunter gives its special thanks 
for the joys and thrills of the chase! 
The field met at Dongle Ridge Farm 
and drew the country East of the 
farm. As we hopped over a wide 
wall a large doe jumped up and ran 
towards hounds and passed within 
20 feet of some but not even l 
hound bothered with deer. We cast 
in William Bates’ farm and found. 
Hounds ran over Murdock’s and 
then South towards North Salem 
where the pack was too fast for our 
pilot and he went to a safe retreat 
in the usual stone pile on Miss Bes- 
sie Smith’s farm. We found fox No. 
2 on north end of Dongle Ridge 
Farm and this proved to be one of 
the best chases of the year after a 
few short fast circles. Hounds rac- 
ed through: Merry’s woods over 
Ridgebury section. We viewed fox in 
a small field in front of these fast 
driving hounds as he emerged on 
the other side of a small thicket. 
We heard 3 shots as we galloped 
around to the place where the shots 
were fired and saw a hunter moving 
away but he first frightened our big 
Red pilot as he really took off from 
this point and ran to Brewster-Dan- 
bury Road, then back over 8-Bells 
Farm to Dingle Ridge Farm where 
hounds made a loss on hard road. 
As it was then time to start home- 
ward to the many turkey dinners 
awaiting us, we lifted hounds. A 
superior day. 


Saturday, November 30th: 

Meadow Lane Farm was the 
meeting place and the Field drew 
west over yon Gal swamp where 3 
deer galloped out to the South to- 
wards June Farm. We worked North 
over Star Ridge and large Peach 
Lake swamp where Peter Jenkin re- 
ported viewing a big red fox cross- 
ing Cob Road and as it had been 
nearly an hour before hounds could 
only get a very faint scent of same. 
We crossed Star Ridge Road in the 
direction he was headed for when 
last seen and found in Vreeland’s 
wood. This was a very fast run go- 
ing West to Turk Hill Road then 
left via old Star Ridge Kennels, 
crossing Star Ridge Road South via 
Peach Lake, crossing the golf 
course, over Bloomer’s and denned 
on Rock Ridge in the field where 
we meet. A good fast 5 mile point.

Saturday, Dec. 14, 1946 
The meet was at Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel Off’s new farm right in the 
middle of our country. The Offs 
(formerly Miss Molly Hays), had 
just moved in so it was quite fitting 
that we should meet there. Twenty- 
six of the hearty were riding in a 
cold, penetrating wind. Huntsman 
Jimmy Reagan cast hounds back of 
Mrs. Morse’s and we were soon 
away. Hounds really ran and it was 
a feat in itself to keep in sight. 
After going across Robert Mc- 
Clintic’s farm hounds ran down into 
what is now known as Bog Bottom. 
Two weeks ago it was Alfred Hanil- 
ton who disassociated himself with 
his horse in that bog and today it 
was Donald Paxton of Latrobe. As 
we moved on across country we gra- 
dually headed toward Route 711 and 
upon reaching Theodore Smith’s 
new farm near Pleasant Grove we 
checked for about 10 minutes. The 
“car-following hunters’ were out in 
full force today. They are usually 
fed by the ubiquitous Earl Stephens 
whose son Grover won the Men’s 
Point-to-Point Race on Dec. 1. 
Mental notes made during this 
run revealed that Mrs. Henry J. 
Stringer’s horse jumps very steadily, 
as does Cardy Scaife’s mare. 
After the check, hounds were cast 
in back of Pleasant Grove and were 
on the line in a hurry. We ran across 
the fine open fields of Blaine Fair- 
less’ and when we reached Fairview 
Church crossed the road and then 
went through the Bowl Country, 
past Mrs. McCauley Morse’s house 


viewed same and by 11 o’clock near- 
ly 40 degrees, a fine hunting day. 
We drew over the Salem Center 
country and a red fox was viewed 
leaving a rocky ledge in a hillside 
on Mr. Cowles’ farm, crossed 
through William Strittmatter’s; 
crossing concrete road over Rock 
Ridge and over Lobdell’s. We final- 
ly marked this fox in same place 
we did on opening day. This was a 
nice chase and _ excellent hound 
work. Fox No. 2—a large red—we 
found on the former Pfeffer farm 
now owned by Arthur Vail, Jr. and 
was turned at Peach Lake Road by 
a car doubling back through the 
pine woods on Pete Miller’s farm, 
then ran the road for a full mile. It 
had softened enough that he left 
his toe nails for a marker so we 
helped hounds to Star Ridge where 
he ran right through the lawn on 
Hopaway Farm and over to near 
Brewster.

grass fields. When this happens 
Thoroughbreds must turn on and 
woe unto any horse which isn’t fit 
and any rider not sitting deep. The 
fences are rock walls, many of them 
“as is”, some few are coops. In this 
section of the Iroquois country the 
footing is so perfect one can gallop 
across fields within a couple of 
hours after a heavy rain. Some of 
the jumps have drops on the land- 
ing sides. The hunt of November 
30 accounted for 5 riders, croppers, 
a bit unusual. 

Cubbing began the ist Saturday 
in October. The opening meet for 
formal hunting was November 3. 
All meets are at 1 P. M., hounds 
going out twice a week, Wednesdays 
and Saturdays. Over a period of 
years it has been found that after- 
noon hunting affords just as much 
sport as the morning ones—foxes 
are so abundant. 

Afternoon meets fit into the rigid 
schedule of business men more con- 
veniently. (Sounds good, but frank- 
ly no Kentuckian ever had a sche- 
dule of any kind, if the possibility 
of sport were suggested). 

Hounds are hunted by Messrs. 
Edward F. Spears and W. Faunt- 
leroy Pursley, who were elected 
joint-masters in 1940. Dr. William 
J. Martin, Louisville, Ky., is field- 
master. Hounds are never roaded or 
trained to pack. Devotees of organi- 
zed hunting, as it is usually done, 
criticize this method but it is strik- 
ingly noticeable that the _ guests, 
even well known masters, say the 
sport is excellent and do return for 
more. 

The warm, dry weather of this 
season has been a severe handicap 
for hound work but there have been

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Soil Fertility vs. Degenerative Disease 


Contribute In Aiding Science Combat 
Dread Diseases Of Modern Civilization 


by A. Mackay Smith 


This column has, in the past, 
devoted much space to the proper 
feeding of livestock and to the rais- 
ing of grain, hay and pasture for 
the purpose. We sometimes lose 
sight of the fact, however, that all 
this feeding of livestock is, in the 
last analysis, merely so that we can 
feed ourselves. The lime and fertili- 
ser that we spread on our fields 
comes eventually back to us in the 
form of steaks and roasts. And the 
main purpose of all this fertility is 
not to produce larger quantities per 
animal (although that is certainly 
important) but to produce the 
quality of meat that is essential to 
our health. Naturally the same con- 
siderations apply also to fruits and 
vegetables. 


In the past decades medical 
science has extraordinary 
strides in controlling the germ dis- 
eases—smallpox, diptheria,” scarlet 
fever, ete,—and more _ recently, 
thanks to sulfa drugs and penicillin, 
in controlling infection. When it 
comes to the so-called degenerative 
diseases, however,—heart ailments, 
cancer, skeletal diseases, tooth de- 
cay and the like, we not only have 
made no progress, but are actually 
losing ground. Vast sums are being 
spent for research on these diseases, 
but so far the doctors and labora~ 
tory technicians have not got too 
much to show for all their work. 


It begins to look now, however, 
as though the farmer and stockman 
might have a better answer to the 
problems of degenerative diseases 
than the medicos. Many years ago 
Dr. Weston Price investigated the 
teeth of 28 Eskimos living in the 
village of Kakamute on Bering Sea 
under the most primitive conditions. 
Of the 820 teeth found in the 28 
mouths of the group, only one show- 
ed any evidence of decay. On the 
other hand a like number of Eski- 
mos living in a seaport town were 
found to have a high incidence of 
dental decay. Dr. Price then analy- 
sed the diets of the _ respective 
groups, one consisting of fish, seal 
and walrus meat, the other of so- 
called civilized food. The first con- 
tained five times as much _ phos- 
phorus, nearly five and a half times 
as much ‘calcium, one and a half 
times as much iron, 49 times as 
much iodine and more than ten 
times as much fat soluable vitamins. 
No wonder the Kakamute tribe had 
better teeth. 

We know that the _ phosphatic 
limestone soils of Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, and Virginia raise good race 
horses whereas the sandy soils of 
certain other sections do not. The 
mules that nlow southern cotton 
come from the limestone soils of 
Missouri instead of being bred local- 
lv. We are acutely conscious of 
these facts hecause the searching 
tests of the race track and the num- 
her of acres plowed in a day instant- 
ly remind us if we neglect them. 

There is a county in Texas where 
decayed teeth are virtually unknown. 
There is a so-called ‘health belt’ 
extending from the western parts of 
Texas and Oklahoma through Kan- 
sas and Nebraska with its center in 
Colorado. Under it is a calcium-car- 
honate “horizon’’, about a foot thick 
and a foot beneath the surface which 
tapers off in eastern Kansas. This 
belt is the ‘‘Great Plains’’ region, 
the grazing ground of the buffalo 
who kept to it in preference to the 
more lush but less calcareous blue 
stem grass to the eastward. 

As far as horses and other live- 
stock are concerned we have worked 


out most successfully the methods 
of putting in the soil the elements 
which make Virginia and Kentucky 
horses famous. We now know how 
to raise top class horses in almost 
any section of the country where the 
soil has enough ‘‘hody’”’ to retain 
lime and fertilizer and where there 
is sufficient water available. But 
because we do not have such readily 
apparent tests as the race. track 
when it comes to the raising of 
humans, we have woefully neglected 
the fertility of soils used to raise 
food for human consumption. Year 
after year we continue to deplete 
our soils and year after year we pay 
for it in the form of increasing in- 
cidence of degenerative diseases. 

It is surprising that we have so 
neglected the importance of soil fer- 
tility considering the knowledge, 
which we have possessed for many 
years, of the elements whose absence 
is responsible for many of the dege- 
nerative diseases. We know that a 
shortage of calcium causes rickets, 
of iodine, goiter, of iron, anemia, 
of zine, thyroid disturbances, of 
silver, tonsillitis and so on. 

The difficulty was developing a 
method of testing soils which would 
indicate what amounts of such min- 
erals our soils could absorb and util- 
ize advantageously. Soil actually 
contributes only a small part of the 
constituents which are responsible 
for the growth of plants. Air, water 
and sunshine are responsible’ for 
about 95 percent, soil for only 5 
percent. This was established in 
the 17th century by the Dutch 
chemist, van Helmont, who planted 
a 5-lb. willow tree in 200 Ibs. of 
earth. At the end of five years dur- 
ing which time nothing was added 
but water, the willow weighed 169 
lbs. and the earth still 200 Ibs., less 
about 2 ozs. 

Dr. William A. Albrecht of the 
University of Missouri, working 
with Hans Jenny of-Zurich, in a

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Thoroughbreds Review Of 1946 Racing And Breeding 


By Salvator 


Those Who Follow The Form 
The Bone And Sinew Of 
The Racing Public 


If the past season upon the Amer- 
ican turf was not sufficiently hectic 
to fully satisfy those persons whose 
pursuit of thrills is omnivorous, the 
new one, now under way in Califor- 
nia, Florida and New Orleans gives 
promise, so far as it has proceeded, 
of still more satisfactorily satiating 
their appetites. Its premonitory rum- 
blings indicate as much. 

California is naturally the chief 
center of attraction as. beside its 
Pactolian stream of richly endowed 
events those at the other’ centers 
named are scarce more than gentle 
trickles....Though, as a matter of 
fact the latter, in comparison with 
what was going on there but a few 
winters agone, are like real Kohi- 
noors beside simulated gems.... 
Moreover, comparisons are odious 
(or odorous, as you please) so we 
will not delve deeply into them. 

The series of super-colossal stake 
events billed for decision at Santa 
Anita, has, however, thus far been 
chiefly remarkable for the very mod- 
erate class of the animals which 
have won them. AS also, at the same 
time, for the very moderate class of 
the efforts put forth for them by 
the ‘‘name’’ horses which have com- 
peted. 

This, very naturally enthuses the 
players of long-shots. who cannot 
have too much of it. But those who 
follow “public form,’ have taken 
some awful wallops—and as _ they 
are in the majority, if this sad con- 
dition continues as a regular thing, 
it may produce results not wholly 
gorgeous. 

Those who “‘sent in their cheques” 
for large sums are not nearly so 
numerous as those whose limit is 
one sweet little piece of pasteboard 
costing two dollars; but they are 
really the bone and sinew: of the 
speculative fraternity—and when 
they have to keep taking it upon the 
chin-—or even the occiput—it is a 
much more dreadful thing than 
when the cashier in the hosiery de- 
partment at Katzenjammer’s drops 
her Saturday afternoon spending- 
money on the wrong wind-splitter. 

“Formful”’ racing, however, is at 
best a mirage beckoning those pil- 
grims in quest of easy money into 
no-man’s land. It looks very tropi- 
cal indeed, all palm-trees, fountains, 
shieks and houris, where it rises on 
the horizon’s rim—but as a rule 
when the footsore adventurer has 
crossed the sandy wastes which in- 
tervene, it figures out at about 33 
cents on the dollar. 

But is this discouraging? Say not 
so. man of little faith—and 
woman also....If it were would the 
said man and woman, taken as a 
class, have wagered, in round figur- 
es, some $2,000,000,000 (two bil- 
lion) during the past year of 1946 
upon “the ponies’’ (that is to say. 
legally—tthose in the know assert 
that over two billion more were wag- 
ered illegally in the  pool-rooms, 
etc.) They do this knowing that the 
.nation-wide average of winning fav- 
orites (namely, the horses that car- 
ried the bulk of their money) will 
he slightly above 33 1-3 percent, as 
previously noted. In other words, 
that they have but one chance in 
three of calling at the grated win- 
dows after the winners have been 
posted.

The Thoroughbred Never In Greater 
Demand In Every Phase Of Sport 
From Racetrack To Hunting Field 


Major Goss L. Stryker, president 
of Maryland state Fair’s Laurel 
Park recently summarized the 
American Thoroughbred  preeding 
and racing of 1946 with ‘So far, so 
good’’. Never in the history of the 
Thoroughbred has this industry en- 
joyed greater days, yet these days 
are in precarious balance as various 
states jeopardize the future making 
political footballs of the taxation 
situation. Major Stryker was think- 
ing very definitely about this taxa- 
tion question when he so succinctly 
summarized the turf of 1946 and 
true it is that racing and breeding 
have grown big and gone so fast 
that so far is so good and ‘‘caution’’ 
can well be the watchword in the 
continued expansion in 1947. 

Whatever the decision that comes, 
taxation of racing is the key to 
the whole vast industry. Increased 
percentages of the take are like 
weight on a handicap horse. The 
handicappers have a way of finally 
stopping the pest with too high im- 
posts and too great percentages of 
the public’s betting money being 
toted away for state improvements 
that result in the eventual deflation 
of racing, just as the increased 
availability of consumer goods will 
have a mighty effect on the public’s 
betting in 1947 and the jubilant 
carefree post war celebration spend- 
ing had its effect in the gigantic 
attendance and betting figures of 
1946. 

Still, all conditions and circum- 
stances point for a glorious year in 
racing and equally as great a year 
for the Thoroughbred breeders. 
There is a galaxy of great horses 
available, great stakes planned and 
the highest price levels for horse- 
flesh extant in history. The classic 
juveniles of last year will be racing 
in older form in 1947 and the handi- 
cap stars, including Stymie, so close- 
ly approaching the world’s leading 
money winner’s mark held by Whirl- 
away, will be back for further glory 
under the able training of Hirsh 
Jacobs who has always handled his 
wife’s horse since he was first claim- 
ed for $1,500. Assault, the horse of 
1946, will renew his campaigns. 
This horse of the year accolade is 
deserving to a  3-year-old which 
could win the Triple Crown and 
then continue onward, even after 
a prief spell of kidney trouble, to 
trounce the handicap horses at their 
own distances and set an unheard of 
record of winning more than $400,- 
000 in a single year. His perfor- 
mance was on par with Gallant Fox, 
which had previously won more 
money in one year than any other 
horse and had accomplished it in 
the handicap divisions as well, after 
a Triple Crown feat. Gallant Fox’s 
money record was established in a 
year when purses were considerably 
smaller and it took many more races 
to win similar amounts compared to 
the 1946 standards. 

Most of the racing great of 1946 
will be on hand for 1947, with a few 
exceptions such as First Fiddle, re- 
cently retired to Virginia, and Rouge 
Dragon, top of the ‘chasing handi- 
capers which met with an unfortu- 
nate end in Belmont ‘chasing when 
breaking a shoulder in a tumble. In 
these absentees’ places will come 
younger horses to carry on and the 
best in importations which are com- 
ing to this country as fast as air- 
planes fly. The French horses of 
the Joseph E. Widener estate will 


be seen in action, such as *Basileus 
II and *Flying Fortress. There will 
be *Fast and Fair and “*Radio- 
therapy over from England and rac- 
ing at Santa Anita this winter. 
There will be droves of other good 
horses from South America with 
the racing fraternity now well sold 
on the Argentine horses as result of 
Horation A. Luro’s brilliant success- 
es with his importations for his 
clients. 

From the foxhunting field to the 
horse show, the hunt meetings, 
steeplechasing and big track stakes, 
a good Thoroughbred horse _ has 
never been in greater demand. There 
are more people foxhunting today 
than in the past ten years. The 
prices for good hunters are the 
highest on record and horses which 
at one time couldn’t make the grade 
at the big tracks and which were 
shuffled down to cheap claimers are 
no longer procurable for hunter 
prospects. A horse running in $3,000 
claiming races at the big tracks in- 
variably has a ‘for sale by private 
treaty” price tag of $5,000 and has 
a potential earning price in cheaper 
races, from the half milers up, of 
$5,000 to $10,000. As a result good 
hunting prospects are scarce as are 
good hunt meeting horses. 


Argentine Breds 

It was wisely recommended re- 
cently that the hunt meeting prob- 
lem, of lack of horses for enthusi- 
asts, could be solved with a pool of 
buyers importing Argentine-breds, 
landed in the United States for 
$3.000. This may all come to pass in 
1947. 

Air Transportation 

With air transportation of horses 
now a matter of everyday practice 
the United States will see its first 
“international races’ of 1947 at 
Hialeah Park and Santa Anita, with 
the recent imports from England 
having been flown over to scarcely 
miss a day’s training. James Butler’s 
Empire City has already announced 
intentions of an international race 
for the fall, with foreign owned 
horses invited. Thus, air travel has 
hroken down the last frontier of the 
Thoroughbred horse and an _ out- 
standing Thoroughbred now is no 
longer limited to localities for cam- 
paigning. 1947 will see such as As- 
sanlt, Stymie, Armed, T,ucky Draw, 
in fact all the best of the handicap- 
pers, flying from North to South, 
and East to West, engaging in all 
the rich prizes of the turf. 

Air travel has already had its ef- 
fect in duplication of entries in rich 
stakes. This year a great number of 
horses have been named for the 
Santa Anita Handicap and at the 
same time for the Widener at Hia- 
leah. Trainers thus can make their 
last minute decision to race on either 
side of the continent. It is quite 
likely that Louis B. Mayer will send 
some of his 7 nominees to Florida 
by air to compete in the Widener 
and then hie them back by air-ex- 
press to Santa Anita. 


New Arrivals 

Of things to come in 1947 devo- 
tees of Thoroughbred breeding and 
racing will look forward to the ar- 
rival of Bernborough, Australia’s 
new ‘‘wonder horse’, which will 
stand in Lexington. Ky., at Leslie 
B. Combs II’s Spendthrift Farm for 
several years. He will undoubtedly 
be moved West to join the Mayers’

Jack Campbell’s Experimental 
Handicaps Sign Of Spring As 
2 and 3-Yr.-Olds Start Training 


Baseball has its southern train- 
ing trips, New York  suburbanites 
have their first robins, but New 
York Thoroughbred fanciers have 
their Jack Campbell’s Experimental 
weights. It seems scarcely yesterday 
that the Charity meeting ended up 
this season and here it is, a new Ex- 
perimental listing. 

It is not certain where Jack Camp- 
bell obtained his impetus to put out 
these weights. Perhaps he supplied 
his own impetus. He has plenty of 
it. At anyrate they furnish the first 
breath of returning Spring to the 
ones unable to follow the gallopers 
to the South and they, later on, 
furnish a first really widely discuss- 
ed racing of a new Metropolitan 
season. 

The name in full is The Experi- 
mental Free Handicap. It was, 
frankly, patterned after the Eng- 
lish practice—long in force—of a 
listing there by the Jockey Club 
handicapper of 2-year-olds and 3- 
year-olds. But it was much like the 


American football practice of select-~ 


ing All-American teams. It so re- 
mained here where Jack Campbell, 
our Jockey Club handicapper, start- 
ed rating 2-year-olds, until Jamaica 
made it a reality by staging the race 
as an actuality. 

There has always been this im- 
portant difference; Campbell made 
his ratings on what he thought the 
2-year-olds might do as 3-year-olds. 
In other words, it wasn’t strictly a 
rating on past performance. He 
took, of course, the past perfor- 
mance into consideration—had to. 
But it was more as though he sat 
down, brushed months away and 
wrote the weights for a race of the 
next year. 

Anyway, it was a swell idea. If 
furnishes the first chance for talk 
about 3-year-olds (they became such 
a few days before these lines were 
penned). And, since season, 
through June, belongs predomin- 
antly to them, it furnishes a logical 
opening gun for the new season in 
New York. 

Jamaica this year plans a double 
Experimental, such as they intro- 
duced during 1946. The original 
one, at 6 furlongs, is retained and, 
a while later, one at one and one- 
sixteenth miles. The weights remain 
the same, with the horses listed on 
Campbell’s weights eligible for poth. 
Since the weights are designed as 
an estimate of 3-year-old form at 
longer than 2-year-old distance, the 
latter race is perpaps more inter- 
esting, but they both offer plenty 
of pre and post-race argument. 

The weights, when they are re- 
leased, turn out to be a rather sen- 
sational tribute to ‘Sonny’ Whit- 
ney’s great looking (ffilly, First 
Flight. Rated at the top, along with 
Cosmic Bomb, the Helis colt, and 
Ridgewood Stables’ Double Jay at 
126 pounds. 

That’s more than the astute 
Campbell has ever put on a filly for 
this race and, for the second year in 
a row, resulted in some female dis- 
cussion, for a year ago Mrs. Graham 
Lewis’ Beaugay was in at 121, then 
the top record for fillies. But there 
is considerable difference, for a

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Sir Gilbert Sire Of Outstanding Jumpers 


Remarkable Performer Himself With 
Career Beginning At 14, He Was Favorite 
Of Crowds As His Progeny Today 


by Nancy B. Johnson 


The Registered Hackney stallion, 
Southfield Sir Gilbert, better known 
to horse show followers as Sir Gil- 
bert, will be remembered as one of 
the great open jumpers of all time. 
It now seems that he will dlso be 
remembered as one of the great sir- 
es of jumpers, his get at the horse 
shows this year including such star 
performers as Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
A. Hale’s General, 1945 high point 
winner, Raymond H. Lutz’s consis- 
tent championship calibre Easy 
Winner’ Jr., and Joey  Ciancola’s 
outstanding pair of jumping mares 
Galaxy and Thistle Dew. 

Of course no mention of Sir Gil- 
bert’s progeny would be complete 
without the name _ Brookside, 
Dudley Brothwell’s famous horse. 
Brookside was one of the first of 
the Sir Gilbert colts to come to the 
shows and he did so at a time when 
his sire was still campaigning in top 
form. Thus it happened that when 
Brookside was only a 4-year-old he 
jumped off against his sire at their 
home town show in Fairfield, Conn., 
in as thrilling a pattle for a cham- 
pionship as can pe remembered. 
Those who were present on that day 
in 1936 will never forget father and 
son, one old, one very young, but 
both brilliant. 

As far as the crowd was concern- 
ed there might as well have been 
no other jumpers at the show so 
intense was the excitement as the 
two came back for _ breathtaking 
jump offs in class after class. The 
spectators were dazed by a jumping 
contest such as they had never seen 
before and which they are not likely 
to see again. Children on the ring- 
side who idolized Sir Gilbert, saw 
the stallion begin to show signs of 
weariness. He persisted gamely but 
as the horses came back for the last 
jump off, tied for the championship 
in the final class, the stallion’s age 
told on him. He touched a rail and 
his son, Brookside which still had 
something left, jumped clean to be 
the champion of the show. 

The history of Sir Gilbert is inter- 
esting in many ways. He was pur- 
chased from a farmer in Newtown, 
Conn., by Stephen E. Budd, then 
Master of the old Litchfield County

Hounds. Mr. Budd pought the horse 
out of sympathy for him in a home 
where he did not receive adequate 
care and because he felt that Sir 
Gilbert would be useful on the hunt 
club grounds. He used the stallion 
for odd jobs such as raking and cut- 
ting hay and owned him for 2 years 
before he discovered he could jump. 
Mr. Budd tried “Gilbert” out of 
curiosity one day and decided he 
had never seen a jumper like him 
in his life. 

Thus it happened that when the 
stallion was 14 years old he made 
his debut at the Darien Show as an 
open horse. On this first appearance 
in public he astonished horsemen by 
winning with ease the 5 out of 6 
classes in which he showed. ‘‘Gil- 
bert’ proved to be all but unbeat- 
able even from the start and the 
fact that he was a hackney stallion, 
blind in one eye, and furnished with 
an attractive docked tail, made him 
a great favorite with the crowd. 

Few more consistent horses ever 
lived and it was said that only his 
awn son, Brookside, could regularly 
keep up to him when he was jump- 
ing in his finest form. In this horse 
and others ‘Gilbert’? almost repro- 
duced himself. Certainly he came as 
near it as was possible and this year 
at the Fairfield Show two of his get 
Easy Winner Jr. and Galaxy, went 
champion and reserve, a fitting tri- 
bute to the stallion which died at 
Dudley Brothwell’s Brookside Stable 
at the age of 28. Most of the hack- 
ney’s success as a sire of jumpers 
came when he mated with 
Standard Bred or Saddle Bred 
mares. 

It is interesting to note that if 
any of the Sir Gilberts prevail at 
the National Horse Show at the Gar- 
den next year they will only be fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of the stal- 
lion’s own sire, Aquinas, which for 
2 years running was*‘pinned Grand 
Champion Hackney of the show.

Priam, the pest horse of his day 
in England, winner of the Derby 
and many other great stakes, is 
painted by J. E. Ferneley and is in 
the collection of F. Ambrose Clark. 
Priam was a bay horse, foaled in 
1827 and imported to this country in 
1834 in the full flush of his victori- 
ous career on the English turf, by 
Merritt and Company for $15,000. 
This was the highest price paid for 
a stallion at that time in this coun- 
try, Glencoe coming about the same 
time, 1830, and peing bought for 
$10,000. 

Priam, by Emilius—Cressida, 
Whisker, was for 4 seasons the lead- 
ing progenitor on the American turf, 
1842, 1844, 1845 and 1846 and with 
Leviathan, Glencoe and Albion, all 
English sires, enjoyed the premier- 
ship in America for 18 years, being 
used extensively by American breed- 
ers principally on imported English 
mares. Priam was not only the high- 
est priced horse ever brought to this 
country, but also considered in Eng- 
land the greatest horse since Eclipse. 

He was painted by Ben Marshall 
as well as by J. E. Ferneley, was 
bred by Sir J. Shelley and bought 
by the Earl of Chesterfield, being 
trained by the celebrated William 
Cheffney. Many rocking horses were 
painted of Priam, his image was 
used to illustrate snuff boxes, shops, 
inns and booths all over England. 

In his race for the Derby, having 
previously won the St. Leger, Priam 
as customary ran last in a field of 
23 with S. Day up, who was told by 
his trainer “not to hurry himself in 
getting up the lost ground.”

Yearlings of 1946 will soon be 
earning their oats and justifying the 
highest averages in history brought

Farm *Mahmoud—Gala Belle colt 
whigh Norman Church purchased 
for $65,000. Likewise will attention

These were the highs of the year- 
ling market of 1946. More yearlings 
than were ever marketed in one 
year brought unprecedented aver- 
ages. Leading hreeders believe that 
substantially the same averages will 
be maintained in 1947, with of 
course the market trend  hinging 
closely on the continued high level 
of purses. Some students of Thor- 
oughbred breeding look on the in- 
creased production of Thorough- 
breds as a market depressor. The 
foal production of 1946 was up 10 
percent. Others believe that this in- 
crease is in proportion to the 
demand and that 10 percent is not 
alarming. At least prices for the 
princely bred are not threatened so 
long as the purses are high. 

Hunt Meetings 

Hunt meeting sport in America 
during the reconversion year just 
past was on a high scale. Timber 
racing during the Spring months 
witnessed unusual fields with Mary- 
land fixtures as usual leading in 
number of starters and class of per- 
formers. Stuart S. Janney, Jr.’s clev- 
er grand slam riding feat on his 
heroic Winton again accounted for 
the My Lady’s Manor, Little Grand 
National Point-to-Point and_ the 
Maryland Hunt Cup. This was an 
unprecedented feat for it duplicated 
similar triumphs in 1942 and Win- 
ton had 3 years war time retire- 
ment back of him while Mr. Janney, 
Jr. had a long spell in the service. 

Versatile Winner 

Miss Betty Bosley, of Monkton, 
Md., had the honor of owning the 
most delightful, personable and ver- 
Satile ‘“hunting-hunter, horse show 
winner and timber horse in the land.

Other outstanding timber horses 
included John Strawbridge’s Bung- 
town, winner of the leading timber 
cup races of the fall, a 3 in a row 
winner. Bungtown’s war time retire- 
ment hadn’t hurt him any. He came 
out of it with an ability to sprint at 
the end of a race, whether his rider, 
Frank Powers asked him at the end 
of 3 or 4 miles. Bungtown beat 
Christopher M. Greer, Jr.’s House- 
man handily but the latter regained 
his form to beat the Philadelphia 
fall hunt meeting champion of 1946 
in the finale of the timber racing at 
Middleburg, when James C. Arthur 
rode. 


Horse Show Circuit 
The tides of the horse show cir- 
cuits of 1946 were similar in many 
ways to hunt meeting sport and big 
track racing. The prizes were up; 
the competition was the keenest and 


the highest prices prevailed for 
hunter and jumper stock. All in- 
dications point towards a continued 
boom in horse show sport with th 
level of conformation 
hunters a high one. The _ feat of 
Springsbury Stable fitting and hand- 
ling both the conformation hunter 
championship and the working 
hunter championship of the Nation- 
al Horse Show, with Dr. Alvin I. 
Kay’s RPortmaker and Springsbury’s 
My Venture was a prilliant achieve- 
ment for Mrs. George Greenhalgh 
and one of the very brightest high- 
lights of the 1946 season.

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Visiting Briton Gives Impressions of Tour 


Speaking Frankly, Alexander Scratchley, 
Noted Horseman, Reviews His Visit To 
Major Establishments In Virginia And Kentucky

(Editor’s Note: Alexander J. 
“Sandy” Scratchley, ambassador of 
good will without portfolio from 
England, recently made a tour of 
the Thoroughbred breeding estab- 
lishments in Virginia and Kentucky. 
Mr. Secratchley, an outstanding 
‘chasing rider of pre-war days and 
a horseman of many years _back- 
gound, most recently being affiliat- 
ed with that successful British train- 
er, Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, did 
his tour of duty in the Service in 
command of a tank battalion serv- 
ing in the Middle Kast. In Virginia 
he visited Brookmeade Farm, North 
Wales Stud, Burrland Farm, Home- 
land Farm, among. other places. 
Upon his departure for Kentucky 
with Mrs. Scratchley, he was _ per- 
suaded to write a brief resume of 
his experiences reactions’ to 
American Thoroughbred breeding 
for The Chronicle). 


I have not read what they credit- 
ed me with saying in ‘‘The Daily 
Racing Form’, but here is what I 
think: 

(Editor’s Note: Charles Hatton, 
writing from Lexington, Ky., in his 
column ‘‘Judge’s Stand” in the 
“Daily Racing Form’ on Monday, 
December 30, stated: ‘‘An interest- 
ing visitor to the Blue Grass is A. 
J. “Sandy” Scratchley, who comes 
from England and has been touring 
the farms hereabouts....Scratchley 
may be charged with lese majeste, 
contempt of court and other things 
upon his return to England, but he 
tells us that he really fancies the 
american blood is quite as good as 
any, and indeed he may buy one or 
two mares for export to England. 
‘I am mainly interested in observ- 
ing the way things are done at your 
Kentucky stud farms’, he said, ‘and 
I think bloodstock production here 
is far advanced, and that my trip 
has been rather rewarding whether 
or not I purchase any horses’ ’’). 


T am not qualified to express an 
opinion, or to cast judgment, on 
American blood lines. That these 
lines have been handled and bred, 
down through the years, to produce 
top class Thoroughbreds is obvious 
to all. 

The argument as_ to whether 
American, French, or English (not 
forgetting South American and 
Australian) horses are better than 
each other is an argument that will 
go on as long as there is racing. It 
is a friendly argument. It will find 
more of an outlet when Internation- 
al racing is aided by air-transport. 
Racing is in for a huge boom in our 


countries, unless our respective 
Governments see fit to tax it to 
mediocrity. 


I make no comment on the Jersey 
Act.——Period. 

The real reason that I came over 
here was for the purpose of acquir- 
ing all the practical knowledge that 
I could—in the time  available—

about the organization, planning, 
and lay out of your Thoroughbred 
farms. 

Arriving in Lexington, Joe Estes, 
otf ‘‘The Blood Horse’’, met us al- 
most before we had got off the 
train. He is a very friendly, very 
clever chap, who devotes every spare 
moment of the day to his paper and 
to breeding and racing. He says he 
doesn’t know much about a horse, 
and perhaps he doesn’t, but he has 
put ‘“‘The Blood Horse’’ on the map 
as the most, and only, interesting 
paper in the world dealing with 
racing. We could well do with that 
organization, ‘‘The Blood Horse”, 
in England. 

One of the first things that struck 
me over here is space. Twelve mares 
and foals at one farm enjoyed an 
120 acre paddock to themselves. In 
order to get the same equivalent in 
England, we must move them from 
paddock to paddock far more often, 
to battle against the parasites and 
to fertilize the land. We are more 
concentrated at home, but perhaps 
the climate and the soil enable the 
land to stand up to this treatment. 

The efficiency and high standard 
reached in the all important ques- 
tion of fertility is most marked. It 
is also apparent that many good 
brains are being brought to bear on 
the eternal parasite question. 

With regard to the animals, I 
have very definitely been struck by 
the general condition, size, strength 
and general health of every age of 
horse we have seen, particularly the 
brood mares and weanlings. 

I have seen many stallions and it 
is hard to remember them all. Also, 


they are of many different types. 
Bimelech, I think, takes the eye 
more than any that -I have seen. 


First Fiddle, a_different type—im- 
pressed me enormously. Whirlaway, 
*Bull Dog and other famous names 
do not need my comment to help 
them. *Sir Gallahad has spoken 
for himself for many a year. *Blen- 
heim II, my favourite of the older 
generation was good to see. *Mah- 
moud has grown into a great little 
horse with a_ great ‘‘something’’, 
which he finds no difficulty in 
transmitting to his sons and daugh- 
ters. 

Our mutual friend, Bobby Young 
of Middleburg, Va., had called Syl 
Veitch to look out for me. He took 
us around “‘Sonny’’ Whitney’s farm, 
showed us everything. He is a great 
chap, and if I owned horses in the 
U. s. A., he would be my man. 

We went to Calumet Farm and 
had a good look ’round that show 
place. There with Whirlaway of 
course was Bull Lea, Pensive and 
Sun Again. I was very much struck 
with Sun Again. I gather, from out- 
side sources, that Warren Wright 
is apt to head the winning owners, 
as he has this year, every year, and 
breeders too. 

I enjoyed seeing, as I’ve said, my

Polo Players Need 
More Enthusiasm, 
Less Wishing 


Pittsfield Closes Good Season; 
Stewart Iglehart Outstanding 
In U. S.-Mexico-Texas Series

Perhaps if all or even a few New 
England polo players would read an 
article in The Chronicle of Decem- 
ber 20th on “Hunting in England” 
enough might become enthused and 
make a real effort to re-establish 
polo where the game was once an 
active sport. 

When an English sportsman must 
take the cloth from a billiard table 
to patch a hunting coat in order to 
continue the tradition that sur- 
rounds this sport the excuses offer- 
ed by some of the pre-war polo 
players in the north washes out 
pretty thin. 

A remark frequently heard in 
polo discussions is that many clubs 
need a sort of “Sugar Daddy” to un- 
derwrite expenses and even carry 
a large portion of the expense. The 
report referred to of Betty Bab- 
cock on the handicaps which sur- 
round hunting in England as the 
result of the war would almost 
make anyone feel that very little 
more than a good dose of enthusi- 
asm was needed for a renewal of 
polo at any established club or field 
or in the back yard of almost any 
estate. 

Evidently these pre-war sports- 
men were not as'7 enthusiastic as 
they thought because those who 
really love a game will find a way. 

As the new year rolls around it 
appears that only one real effort is 
at present being made for New Eng- 
land polo for 1947 and this is at 
Pittsfield, Mass. A very successful 
year was enjoyed at the Pittsfield 
club in 1946 and greater plans are 
already underway for this vear. 

None of the clubs in the eastern 
part of the state has any definite 
plan and former leaders there voice 
but little promise for activity in 
1947. The word traditions seems 
lost and of course there is no such 
thing as general enthusiasm. 


Texas Polo 

Reports of the recent United 
States and Mexico polo matches 
played at Sar Antonio, Texas were 
not fairly reported in press articles 
of local newspapers. Evidently the 
writers were not familiar with the 
game or else deliberately played up 
only local stars, undoubtedly both. 


Infrequently those who score the 
most goals receive the most credit 
in newspaper reports. 

For instance in the 2nd contest 
of the recent 3 day series at San 
Antonio, Stewart Iglehart the high- 
est rated player listed by the polo 
association was the outstanding 
man on the field but a local player 
who made the most goals was given 
the credit for winning. 

Mr. Iglehart throughout the con- 
test was always in the right place 
turning the play and setting the 
ball up for others to easily score. 
The other number three man, on 
the Mexican team was likewise out- 
standing in his judgment, horse- 
manship and stick work, but failed 
of recognition from the sport writ- 
ers. 

In the final game with Mr. Igle- 
hart out of the line-up, it was al- 
most hard to understand why the 
team from below the border did not 
win this close contest. Of course the 
American team players all were 
backed by more experience which 
helped greatly. 

It is said that the Mexican team 
as they toured this country improv- 
ed and in the end at the Texas meet 
secured the popular support of the 
game followers. 

All in all the series was well 
played and smoothly conducted re- 
sulting in a credit to the sport. All 
players on both sides displayed top 
sportsmanship and both teams were 


well mounted. On the American 
team Stephen Sanford at number 
one and Mr. Iglehart at number 


three were particularly well mount- 
ed. Cecil Smith at number two and 
Thomas Mather at number. three 
presented good Texas ponies some 
of which however were ridden with- 
out shoes which some thought hand- 
icapped the ponies in turning. Bill 
Berry of Texas substituted for Igle- 
hart in the third contest due to a 
knee injury of the U. §. star player. 

The Mexican team players com- 
prised, No. 1, Gabriel Gracida, No. 
2, Guillermo Gracida, No. 3, Ale~ 
jandro Gracida, and. No. 4. Jose 
Gracida with alternate: Ed Rincon 
Gallardo. 

The figure on the field who ap- 
peared the most Texan by his garb 
was the referee, a former Bostonian 
polo player, Gerald Dempsy. 

The contest attracted spectators 
and followers of the game _ from 
both the east and the west coast 
and all three contests which were 
won by the American team were 
well supported and the grandstands 
well filled showing that there is 
still enthusiasm in some places for 
polo.

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Prices Paid For Recent Exportations 


Doctor Spencer Brings $50,000 In 
International Transaction With Italian 


Syndicate As One Of Highest Prices On Record

Some weeks ago the sale of E. J. 
Baker’s 4-year-old trotter, Doctor 
Spencer, 1.59 1-4, was reported in 
this column to Leonard C. Steven- 
son of Malmo, Sweden, for a report- 
ed price of $50,000. It now appears 
that the buyer was not Mr. Steven- 
son but a “group of Italian sports- 
men” who are not identified in any 
other manner. The price, however, 
has seemingly been confirmed by 
the Lexington, Ky., exporter, Will 
Rosemire. 

The cost of the son of Spencer is 
probably the largest ever paid in an 
“international harness horse trans- 
action in history for a single ani- 
mal’. But many of the sales. of 
American-bred trotters were so pri- 
vately conducted that few times has 
either the seller or the buyer re- 
vealed the purchase of those sold. 


The number sold and the quality 
of the horse would seem to point 
that higher prices have been paid. 
Such leading lights as the Hamble- 
tonian winners, Walter Dear, who 
went to Germany; Calumet Butler, 
an Italian-bought gelding; The Mar- 
chioness; and McLin Hanover, win- 
ner of the 1988 Hambletonian 
Stake, all possessed top racing speed 
and three of the four would be con- 
sidered valuable additions to any 
stud farm. 

In the U. S. A., E. H. Harriman, 
father of E. Roland Harriman. 
whose Arden Homestead Stable is 
one of America’s best, paid $41,000 
for Stamboul, 2.07 1-2, who held 
the world’s trotting record at the 
time she was sold. Stamboul was 
buried in the infield of the Historic 
Track (half-mile track) at Goshen, 
N. Y.. which has been owned by the 
Harriman family for many yéars. 
Another high price was the $31,000 
paid for The Harvester, while Lou 
Milton 1.58 1-4, the first trotter to 
eo mile in 2 minutes’ brought 
$12.000 when bought by @&. K. G. 
Billings. 

In recent years, the $37,000 
which Mrs. James B. Johnston, Jr. 
paid for Victory Song by Volomite 
and the $36,500 which she paid for 
Bombs Away at the Walnut Hall 
Farm sale of yearlings in 1944 have 
been the top harness horse prices. 


Victory Song earned a mark of 1.59 
1-4 this year after forcing Chester- 
town out in the Hambletonian while 
Bombs Away was a good trotter as 
a 2-year-old but failed to start this 
year due to physical difficulties of 
some sort or another. 

A daughter of Volomite, Tara, 
2.00, was sold privately for $15,000 
in 1936 after finishing her 5-year- 
old trotting season in the U. S. A. 


A small pony-like type of  trotter 
standing only about 14.2 hands, 
Tara defeated the mighty Grey- 


hound at the Historic Track in Gos- 
hen in 1936 after a four-heat battle. 
The previous year in one of the fast- 
est and best races ever seen on the 
Grand Circuit, Tara defeated a top- 
class field of rivals in the free-for- 
all trot at Goshen’s other track, 
Good Time Park (mile track) ir. 
straight heats. In so doing she set 
3 world’s records at the time for the 
fastest 3 heats in one race (an aver- 
age of 2.01); the fastest 4-year-old 
race record (2.00); and for double- 
gaited mares which has since been 
broken. Tara started to pace as a 2-: 
year-old and had a record of 2.07 
3-4 at the lateral gait; as a 3-year- 
old she decided to change to the trot 
and in so doing defeated most of 
the Hambletonian candidates of 
that year (1934) although she was 
not eligible to the Hambletonian. 

Loud were the lamentations when 
she was sold by Paul Bowser, Lex- 
ington, Mass., to Gianni Gambi of 
Italy in 1936. She won a number of 
good races in Burope and had been 
retired to the brood mare ranks in 
Italy prior to the outbeak of the 
last war. Since then nothing has 
been heard of her.

Notes From 
Great Britain 


Vicissitudes Of Riding Horses; 
Nobbling In England; Old 
English Horse Fair At Brough 


By J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 

The crack northern jockey, Wil- 
liam Nevett, won a race at Thirsk 
on Mr. R. Scrope’s Lilliesleaf but 
lost it in the objection room. He 
crossed over on to the rails less than 
three lengths in front of Clynor, 
and, although this did not in all 
probability alter the result of the 
race, it was a breach of a rule which 
several jockeys have in recent times 
disregarded. To take the rails less 
than three lengths ahead of another 
horse spoils any chance that animal 
might have of coming again—as 
some horses do—and winning on 
the post. The Thirsk stewards had 
no alternative but to disqualify the 
winner, despite the fact that Mr. 
Scrope’s filly by Trimdon, would 
have won in any case. 

So disgusted was Nevett at losing 
the race for Mr. Scrope, who lives 
quite near Middleham and is a fre- 
quent visitor to Middleham Moor to 
watch Mr. M. Peacock’s horses at 
work, that the northern jockey can- 
celled a number of rides he had on 
the second day at Thirsk. The ru- 
mour spread in the paddock that 
Nevett had been suspended was 
quite erroneous. He simply could 
not face another day’s racing after 
the unfortunate incident at Thirsk 
on the first day. 

There are many jockeys, amateur 
and professional, who have felt ex- 
actly the same when they have lost 
a race on the post, or in the objec- 
tion room. Some of us remember the 
Beverley trainer, Capt. J. Storie, 
beating Capt. Percy Bewicke on the 
post at Hexham. Capt. Bewicke was 
wearing a high hunting stock, which 
prevented him from turning his 
head, and Jim Storie came up on his 
blind side and “pipped’’ him on the 
post. When Capt. Bewicke had 
weighed out as second he threw his 
saddle into the corner of the weigh- 
ing-room and said “That is my last 
ride”’,—and it was. He was an artist 
in the saddle, and one of our best 
amateur riders in his day. 

There are other jockeys who 
have “handed in their colours’ 
after a similar defeat, and one of 
the most amusing stories of the ob- 
jection room is that told of ‘‘Tiny” 
Wells, a prominent jockey in his 
day. Once when the Stewards called 
on him to speak he said: 

“My lords, dukes and admirals, 
when I loses they says I pulls, and 
when [I wins they says I’ve not rid- 
den fair. I have a good wife at home, 
some money in the bank, and I 
doesn’t care a damn what you de 
cides’’. 

English Horse Fairs 

At Brough Hill horse fair there 
are still offered a number of the 
handy ponies pred on the hills and 
fells of the two adjoining counties 
of Cumberland and Westmorland, 
but the droves of unbroken ‘“‘gallow- 
ers’ are not of the numerical 
strength some of us remember, and, 
if the atmosphere and tradition of 
the fair are poth much what they 
were, it lacks the character and pic- 
turesqueness which marked it in my 
young days. On the way to Brough 
we passed a few horse-drawn car- 
avans making for the camping 
ground, but on reaching it we found 
that most of the gypsy-hawker- 
horse-coper fraternity have so ad- 
vanced with the times that nearly 
all the “‘living-vans’’ were drawn by 
motor. There were scores of them 
drawn up by the road-side, the 
whole collection being out of tune 
and keeping with the occasion. 
These trailers vans emphasised and 
epitomised the past glories of 
Brough Hill and the evolution of 
horse fairs in general. 

Adjoining the Romany-dealer 
camp was a grazing ground on which 
were more piebalds and skewbalds 
than one often sees together. Oddly 
coloured horses have always appeal- 
ed to swarthy, silver-ringed, long- 
whip fraternity, which seems as 
numerous as ever, despite the fact 
that the trade they do in horses 
must be very limited. Brough Hill, 


and a few other ancient fairs will 
continue to witness the annual fore- 
gathering of the remnants of a clan 
which for centuries has made a my- 


sterious living out of horses of 
doubtful character, age and sound- 
ness. How they live today is a ques- 
tion many of us have asked, and 
none of us can answer, for there are 
invariably more of what are some- 
times called ‘“‘The Forty Thieves 
gang”’, than there are horses. 
Piebalds And Skewbalds 
Apropos piebalds and skewbalds 
one of the best-known authorities 
on the horse the other day asked a 
party of sportsmen: “How would 
you describe the essential differ- 
ence between a piebald and skew- 
bald?”’ The pest of the replies was 
“A piebald is coloured black and 
white like a magpie, a skewbald is 
similarly marked with colour other 
than pblack’’. Although there is an 
ages-old superstition that to meet 
a piebald horse brings luck, the 
Arabs have a saying ‘‘Flee from the 
piebald like a pestilence, for he is 


own brother to the cow”. Apart al- 

together from circuses there is a 

ready demand for piebalds, which 

continue to make good prices. 
‘*‘Nobblers”’ 

At a recent race meeting there 
Was a temporary excited scare when 
it was found that the key of the box 
in which a much fancied horse was 
stabled, was missing. Had someone 
evil designs on the horse? Was it a 
case of attempted or intended foul 
play to spoil the animal’s chances? 
These and other conjectures were 
heard. The truth was soon out, how- 
ever, when the official at the own- 
ers’ and trainers’ gate stopped an 
unknown man from entering the 
paddock. He produced qa stable key, 
suid he was employed by a famous 
trainer, was not believed, the key 
was confiscated, the trainer’s head 
lad sent for, questioned, and the 
key returned. It had been stolen 
from the door by someone who had 
gained access to the stable, and had 
known that lads claiming to have 
horses at meetings were asked to 
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produce their box key in support of 
their statement. 

Not since Melton Vasey had “‘nob- 
blers” at his Doncaster stables over 
twenty years ago have we heard of 
racehorses being maimed, or ‘got 
at”. There are, however, annual 
precautions taken in the case of 
heavily backed Derby horses, and 
this year one or two Irish ’chasers 
were guarded like the crown jewels 
a few days before, and on reaching 
Liverpool for the Grand National. 
Recently a well-known show exhibi- 
tor suffered through the action of 
some jealous or spiteful person 
who maimed one of his horses. A 
reward (later increased by a sports- 
woman), was at once offered for in- 
formation which would lead to the 
discovery of the culprit. This call- 
ed to mind the days when race- 
horse ‘‘nobbling’ was frequent, and 
checked only when Daniel Dawson 
(who on St. Leger morning, poison- 
ed a trough used py trainers), was 
hung for poisoning horses in train- 

_ing at Newmarket.

Continued from page Seven 
series of experiments beginning in 
1927, has developed a technique of 
soil analysis, working with colloidal 
clay, which enables us to gauge with 
great accuracy the capacity of plants 
to absorb and make available the 
various minerals which we know to 
be essential for a balanced diet. 
Since colloidal clay contains no plant 
food of any kind it is possible, by 
adding the mineral in question, to 
determine its exact effect on plant 
life. 

Utilising this technique the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, the United 
States Plant, Soil and Nutrition Lab- 
oratories at Ithaca, New York and 
many other experimental stations 
are gradually working out the tech- 
niques for making our foods as nut- 
enabled the 


ritious as those which 

pioneers to perform tasks that 
would leave our present generation 
gasping and for many years after 


we have given up full activity. In 
Kentucky Albert Carter Savage has 
achieved some miraculous cures by 
feeding patients on heavily miner- 
alised vegetables. 

Our knowledge is still in the ele- 
mentary stages, however. Plants can 
easily be overdosed and soils differ 
widely. AS we learn more, however, 
we can hope to see a vast improve- 
ment in the nourishment of our peo- 
ple and a corresponding decrease in 
the degenerative diseases. Under 
our noses, bit by bit, a revolution is 
taking place that will make farmers

Col. John F. Wall, leading Ameri- 
ean authority on Thoroughbred 
bloodlines, author of ‘‘Thoroughbred 
Bloodlines’, and retired Cavalry 
officer, has recently added a new 
book to the priority list for horse- 
men’s libraries. This book. ‘‘Breed- 
ing Thoroughbreds”, (Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons), dedicated to John Rus- 
se'l Macomber, has concise explana- 
tions of profound breeding theories. 

Col. Wall is verv careful in tak- 
ing a middle aisle in the highly con- 
troversial field in which he is writ- 
ing. ‘‘When breeding horses’, writes 
Col. Wall in his introduction,” it is 
difficult at best to be able to con- 
tinue down a plainly marked lane 
from which theory has been detour- 
ed’’. 

The author knows well how to 
delve into the laws’ of heredity, 
pedigrees, stud books, and all the 
practical factors in the many phases 
of Thoroughbred breeding. 

Some 60 photographs illustrate 
the 180 page volume, including in- 
teresting personality shots of such 
great Thoroughbred men as the late 
Col. E R. Bradley, James C. 
Haynes, and others. and other pre- 
sent day characters of the racing 
and breeding industry. Such photo- 
graphic reproductions of Man o’War, 
Blue Larkspur, *Mahmoud, Whirl- 
away, Hycilla, Top Flight, Esposa, 
Artful, Mahubah, Devil Diver, Mar- 
riage, Some Chance, Sun Again. 
Bull Lea. Count Fleet, Pavot and 
his sire Case Ace, Challedon. Gal- 
lorette, First Fiddle, and the Myrtle- 
wood matriarchy make the volume 
of intense value alone, especially as 
these illustrations are used to re- 


present breeding successes and fam- 
ies. 

This noted Thoroughbred author- 
ity bas spent a lifetime writing on 
the Thoroughbred and it’s develop- 
ment, breeding and racing. Other 
books are Practical Light Horse 
Breeding, A Horseman’s Handbook 
of Practical Breeding as well as his 
Thoroughbred Bloodlines and now 
Breeding Thoroughbreds. 

His chapter on the difficult ques- 
tion of speed and stamina he hand- 
les adroitly by the use of specific 
examples leaving the reader to form 
his own conclusions. Colonel Wall 
knows too much about Thorough- 
bred breeding to commit himself on 
anyone theory in this game for no 
sooner is the rule made than the 
exception has outdated it. He does, 
however, go through the whole bag 
of tricks and for the novice, the 
book is invaluable in bringing up 
each point, inbreeding, outcrossing, 
maternal influence, the Bruce Lowe 
theory and other practical factors 
in mating. It is not an exhaustive 
treatise in any one subject, but it is 
an excellent panoramic view which 
will intrigue the newcomer, give 
him plenty into which to _ delve, 
while the Thoroughbred student will 
be amused and interested in Col- 
onel Wall’s one, two, three and away 
we go technique that races through 
the fabulously intricate pattern of 
Thoroughbred breeding in a way 
that says plainly enough, there are 
endless iheories, ‘endless possébili- 
ties, but no one has ever solved the 
viddle of the perfect racehorse.
